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ſtrength of Influx and Efflux, that cannot keep Sand from ſettling, while 
the ſame is in ſmall Motion, can never raiſe that Sand again, and carry it 
away after 'tis ſettled.

The Influx and-Efflux,,m quiet Weather, ſeem therefore todiſperſe no 
Sand from Barrs that lye withont our Out-falls ;- But on the contrary, ſuch 
Barrs then grow- higher, andare only taken down by Storms. For Ex- 
ample* Some Sand' Banks that ye under Land Shelter remain dry, ex- 
cept ſome few Tides ina Stream; "op other Banks that lye more Expos'd 
to Storms, are Drown'd every Tide ; and in this Example it matters not 
whether _ 1 / Hur by means of land Shelter, or from calm Weather. 

Whence t Ei ux that's moſt ſerviceable to out-fall Barrs, only carries 
all Sand beyond the out-fall ; yet there makes an unpafſſible Barr of the 
ſame, if Storms help not ; So the ſervice ſuch out lying Barrs have from 
Effhax, :is by laying; all Sand'in teach of Storms.. And thoſe out-lying 
Barrs that are moſt Expos d taStorms, will always be found loweſt, in Seas 
of the ſame depth. But a ftrong Efflux doth carry out Sand from a Chan- 
nel Barr,and Deepen,andCleanſe hannels and Harbours,even in calm Wea- 
ther. Which FEfMlux' together with Tides, and ſuch Storms as can blow 
in thoſe Parts, ſeem the only means to remove thoſe Evils, and make a
